This Response is filed in response to the Office Action mailed on January 19, 2005. In 
the January 19 Office Action, the Examiner rejected pending claims 1-4, 6, 7, and 15-22 under 
35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, but indicated that these claims would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 USC § 1 12. 

More specifically, the Examiner questioned the where the "adjusted journal entries 
entered" are entered in the phrase "the first overlay date set is associated with adjusted journal 
entries entered" in claim 1. In response, the Applicant has amended claim 1 to emphasize the 
relationships among the overlay adjustment data, the adjusting journal entries, the transaction 
data, and the overlay data sets. 

In particular, amended claim 1 specifies that the overlay adjustment data represents the 
adjusting journal entries and that the adjusting journal entries are related to the transaction data 
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
